The body 
was discovered about 6 o'clock last 
evening: in his bedroom when his 
wife, Mrs. Mildred Ryan, who op- 
erates a dress shop in the Dixon 
theater building, arrived home. 


Deputy Coronel Paul Sodergren 


was notified and after conducting 
an investigation, the body was re- 
moved to the Melvin funeral home 
.where Deputy Sodergren empan- 
elled a jury of six women and 
conducted an inquest at 10 o'clock 
today. Mrs. Ryan testified that 
before

home Monday 


morning about S o'clock her hus- 
band had indicated that he might 
not go to work. In response to 
questioning she said that he had 
previously threatened to take his

"In my right mind and Of my 


own wish I am taking- my own 
life.

"I wish a private funeral— nc 


flowers— no friends may attend— 
bury me anywhere as quietly and 
quickly .as possible."

\\ards disclosed that 667,095 had 
voted in the first two and three- 
quarter hours and Cook County 
Judge Edmund Jarecki estimated 
a "very heavy" vote. 


Perfect fall weather over most 


of the state aided the turnout. 


In Lake county, most polling 


places reported long lines of vot- « 
ers early. Waukegan said voting 
was "quite heavy" there. 


La Salle county estimated that 


50,000 of the 69.000 eligible would 
vote today and reported heavy 
voting because of intense interest 
in the sheriff race. 


Many Students Vote 


Heavy balloting was reported in 


Champaign county where for the 
first time in history, student vot- 
ing was playing a major role. An 
estimated 5,000 University of Illi- 
nois war veterans and their wives 
were registered. 


Voters in Danville were walk- 


ing to the polls instead of waiting 
to be taken, election officials said 
and added that the early turnout 
was "unusually brisk." 
The Ver- 


milion county vote was expected 
to hit 33,000 or 70 per cent of the 
40,000 registered. 


The heavy vote reports boosted 


Republican victory hopes of gain- 
ing three or four more congres- 
sional seats, of 
sweeping their 


state ticket nominees into office 
and of cutting deeply into Mayor 
Edward J. Kelly's Chicago Demo- 
cratic power.

Ogle County 
Farm Bureau Notes 


In Ogle county there are 2S.390 


acres of forest land which contain 
138.000.000 board feet of merch- 
antable timber (trees 10 inches 
diameter breast high and larger 
which will make an eight foot 
log). 


The average annual grow th per 


acre for the sawtiraber stands is 
127 board feet. This is 20 board 
feet more than the state average 
for upland hardwood timber. The 
growth for the young pole stands 
is about 151 boai'd feet per acre. 


The total annual growth on 


Ogle county's timber lands is ap- 
proximately 3,000.000 board feet 
in sawtimber stands and a half 
million feet in young pole stands, 
a total of three and a half million 
board feet. 


There are 13 sawmills operating 


\vithm the county now and it is 
estimated that they are sawing 
approximately- two and one-half 
million board feet annually. Oth- 
er timber products used such as 
fence posts, fuelwood, poles, etc.. 
conveited into board feet is esti- 
mated one-quarter million feet. 


At the present time, with only 


two 
and 
three-quarter 
million 


board feet being used and three 
and a half million feet being 
grown, our timber lands are in- 
creasing, by growth, at the i-ate 
of about three-quarter million feet 
per year. 


Our greatest hazard to main- 


taining good forest growth is not 
overcutting but pasturing. 
Ap- 


proximately 70 per cent of all the 
timberland m the county is being 
grazed. It has been proven by ex- 
perimentation 
that a pastured 


woodland produces neither good 
pasture nor good timber.

He encourages dairymen 
to follow recommended methods 
of starting the calf on feed and 
to provide a draft-free stall that 
is dry and not too cold. 


In emphasizing the importance 


of feeding, Gaidner says that more 
I'alves have been killed by over- 
leedmg than by underfeeding. A 
good plan is not to feed milk in 
an amount gi eater than one-tenth 
the 
calf's 
body weight.

means that a small calf weighing 
60 pounds should receive only six 
pounds of wilk per day, 01 about 
three quarts. 


Gardner believes it is good prac- 


tice to leave the new-born calf 
with its mother for three o five 
days after birth.

A research study of impiove- 


ment farm building efficiency has 
been announced b., \V. E. Carroll 
acting dean and directoi. Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Agricul- 
ture. The \\ork is to be conducted 
by the department of agricultural 
engineering in the experiment sta- 
tion and is cooperative \vith the 


i United States Department of Ag- 


iiculture. 


The investigation will emphasize 


the conservation of time and mo- 
tion in faim chore work. The re-

guide to improved planning of 
farm buildings and'to the devop- 
ment of building equipment and 
power operated devices to reduce 
hand labor.

Life in Calcutta as 
Vest sees it is for the greater part 
a mass of humanity packed into 
a small area, plagued with dis- 
ease, privation, death and starva- 
tion The British road he describes 
as rapidly going to rack and ruin 
due to negligence on the part of 
the English in maintaining it 
Why, he asks, don't the British 
kep the road up and open the door 
keep the road up arid open the 
door to the Chinese market to the 
middle-east. 


In his talk he also discusses the 


fact that the British are rapidly 
slipping in i_their eastern posses- 
sions. 
The natives of the coun- 


tries in which Britain has either 
whole or part interest, are fast 
becoming more independent, and 
John Bull is slowly losing his iron 
grip in these places.
